(Why did he not tell us to before 
in his third Part ; if he had no delign of impoſing upon his 
Reader ?) This isfar from taking A// a t /zes.totake the middle 
and leave both ends, which did more immeaaartely explain the 
fenſe of the whole: And {o his Reader would have ſeen ar fir(t 
had he expreſſed himſelt as he doth now. He would be ac- 
counted a very unfair,dealer berwcen man and man, that had- 
bargained to rake a Commodity all together. as it lay, and yer 
ſhould cull out the middle.Surely the middle liesnor nextto hand:

* words.; but-lefr the-Reader tree without endeavouring to im- 
©* pole any ſenſe relating to theſe Wirds : and yer his weakneſs 
*Cif not wickedneſs ) is ſogreat, as todeclare thar my Dedu- 
* #jon (Which in reality was none at all ) was not genuine, &c, 
Incontradiftion whereto,he bur a few lines before, to manifeſt 
that no perver/on can” be proved Fainſt him, quotes this paſ- 
fage of his out of his former Book, viz. *Our end inciting 
© this Teſtimony ( to wit, my. Father's ) is that the impartial 
* Reader may conſider whether the ſaid Teſtmony hath an 
* coherence with thar.part of the Book of Government, which 
* is objefted againſt by us, &c. . Now it citing a Teſtimony for 
a certain end, implies not a Deduttzon or rene therefrom, 
fam weak indeed. What, oppoſe him to R. B. and yer make 
no Deduttion at all >' Say, F. P. faies thus, and R. B.thus, ang 
no Inference in all this Nor isitprobablehe would beſtow the 
Copying of Eight: or Ten ſides upon us, without drawing any 
conſequence at all. 

And ' now I am upon this Subject, letme examine him:yet 
further, and ſee whether I cannot produce more inſtances;thar he 
hath made a Dedu#ion, and afalle onctoo, from thefaid Teſti- 
mony. And firſt Ibetake my ſelf to his Title-page of his third 
part, which Ireferrcd ro in my Complaint, to make my Charge 
good. It runs thus: - 

«The third part of the Chriftian-2uaker, &c. manitelting that

&« Print inthe Tear 1669. by Ifaac Penington the Toanger. : 
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-From whence theſe Three Conſequences naturally flow. 

I. Printing a THY for better 1/luftration, ſhews thatthat 
eſtimony was to make ſome 1//4fration. Now if noDedutti- 
o7 or Inference weredrawn therefrom, nor that it had no reic- 
rence tomake. good his foregoing Poſition, how could it be (aid: 
to 1/14frate at all ? ; 

2. It this Allegation of W. R's be repugnant to my Father's 
ſenſe delivercd in that Teſtimony, and he have laboured to in- 
finuate the contrary, my charge of his Deduttion not being ge - 
nuine, and of his traducing, abuſing, miſ-repreſenting, and. per+ 
verting my Father's words, will ſtandthe Teſt. Which thar it 
ts ſo, give me leave to _ three paſſages out of the ſaid Teſti- 
mony, whereof twoof them were over-look*d, thelaſt cited by 
FW. K. himſelf. Thewordsare thele : - 

Thus the Apoitles and other Miniſters of Chri#, had hkewiſe in 
the Spirit the -care of the Churches, and Authority in the Lord by 
his Spirit to Govern the Spirits of his people Again, Everyone 
feeling a meaſure of the Spirit in himſelf, thereby taught to own 
and Subje# to a greater meaſure of the : fame Spirit in another ; 
( ſee part 1. page 238. of my - Father's Works. ) This is far 
from V.R's Poſition, thatthe inward Government of Chriſt isnot 
repreſented - by perſons vif;ble by carnal eyes, becaule he alone s 
Lord over the Conſcience , as it the Government were out-of 
Chriſt's hands,” when his Spirit and Powera&sthrough hisMem- 
bers. Bur alike .truly may itbe nrged, that-becauſe God pro- 
ruled toteaxch hispcople himſelf, which Fohn law fulfilled when 
hetold the Churches, Ye need rot that any man teach you, but 
the ſame anointing teacheth yo, 1 John4. 27. therefore no per- 
{ons (viſible by : carnal Eyes ) are inveſted with power from 
him to teach, he'being the Biſhop-and Shepherd of the Sou! : 
and ſo exclude the Office of P.zftors and Teachers, as cntrenchins 
upon Chriſt's Prerogarive. ” 

Yetdoes WV. R. himfelt (part 3. p.ge 94.) bring in my Fa- 
ther, ſaying, And every Member i to wait in the meaſure of 
the Sirit which he hath received, to feel the going forch of the 


ſame Spirit in him that teacheth and Governeth; and fo to

things are obſcrvable (which contradit the ſcope of W. Rs con- 
teft, and manifeſt the wronguſe he wonld make of my Farher's 
Writings.)

Covernment of Chrij*, excluſive of any outward form of Govern: 
ment, Order or Dijcapline : yerthat iromrhence theſameits very 
etvious. For whart clie can bc the mcaning of thoſe words. 
That the inward Government of Chriſt is not repreſented by perſons 
( vifiole by carnal eyes ) inveſted with power from him, to execute 
e:tward Laws, Preſcriptions,  &c. in an outward form of Go- 
vernment ; if hedid notintend under the Notion of inward Go- 
verament of Chriſt, roexcludeall manner of outward form of 
Government, Orderor Diſcipline, except he would have it re- 
preſented by perſonsinviiible rocarnaleyes. 

Nor have 1 done with him yer upon this Subject, for I muſt 
aid one Inſtance more to prove he hath made Dedu®tions and 
Inferences, from that which he Cited of my Fathers, which 
though it be pretty long, am willing to give my Reader, for a 
further taſte of my Adverſaries falſe coyers, and in order ro my 
ewn Vindication. Ir begins thus : | 

« Having now done with the Citation of what was writ in 
* Anſwer to the aforcſaid Book of Government, and con{i- 
« dering that inthe Firſt Seftion, the Author wrote of a ſort of 
© Perſons that would needs be Innovators, and given to change, 
« and introducing. new DoQrinesand Practices, not only dit- 
* fering, bur contrary towhar were delivered in the beginning ; 
«and in page 13. ſeems refleftingly to treaton fuch kind of lan-

« bliſt*damonegſt them, as the Author or Approversof his Book

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If in all this there be no Dedattion, when hegives fach alarge 
- account. why he thought it neceſlary to cite my Father, op- 
poſing him and Friends in the beginning, to-what 1s received 
now amongſt Friends, then I confeſs Iam toleck forthe Ery- 
mology :of the word. Nay, doth he nor. cell us that his firt? 
Motive was, conſidering the Author wrote of a fort of Perion« 
that would -necds be Innovators, and intraduce new Doctrine 
to what was in the beginning 2 But what then 2. what is chat to 
us 2 or how doth it concern us, 1f'IY. R. hath made no De- 
duttion - or Inference with relation ro; yay Father's ſenſe for or 


againſt it, bur hath lefr his Reader free, without putting a con- 


ftruftion on it ? Which is not conſtent with telling us, that upon 
fuch and ſuch Conſiderations he thought necctiary to cite it : 
for this is a maniteſt declaring the conſtruction he would make 
of it. | 
Another Conſideration he draws from page 13. of the {aid 
Book, upon which he thought neceſſary to cite my Fatne1's 
words, or art leaſt ſome of them, is, Thar hs Author ( as he 
alledgeth ) ſeems refleitingly to treat ; «s if ſuch kind of lan- 
gaage 4s, | muſt ſtay rill I be convinced, were knocked down inthe 
beginning. Well, what of all this ? Whar have we to do with 
his Author, if therebe no reference made thercto, in citing part 
of my Fathers words, of his allowing or dilallowing ſuch kind 
of Language 2 But then why was 1t brought here, asoncof 
the Inducives to the Citation 2 Is not this manitelt Contraditti- 
on, W:lliam ? Doſt thou not apparently thwart thy ſelf 2 Vas 
not thy third part writ to another cnd, than thou wilt own it 
thy Sixth. | 
ut he goes on With a Third Contideration, oppoſing /cope 
ro ſcope, and telling us the ſcope of the ſard Book, teeming to 
be to reflet on ſuch among the people called Bnakers, who are 
not fo zealouſly affetted with the outward forms of Gove: 71ment 
under the Notion of Church-government, we think, it neceſ.ry ts 
cite a Teftimony, 8c. Entituled, The Authority and Government, 
which Chri# excluded out of Church, &c. And whar, noDc 
duction in all this neither 2 Doth he not hereby endeavour ta 
infinuate my. Farher's ſenſe in thoſe daies concurred not with 
the zealouſly affetted perſons now adaies ? eſpecially whea we 
conſider that after he hath promiſed to take it al! together, word 
for word, and not by parts and pieces here and there ; wa he

left out the moſt remarkable paſſages, which could no waics: 
admir of , bur diretly. impugned fuch a' conſtruftion, ash* 
( norwithttanding his endeaveuring now to palliate it ) fought 
ro wreſt therefrom. 

Yer further onthis occaſion, I would ask him one-Queſtion, 
Whether he himſelf be one of thoſe zcalouſly aftetted pcrfons ro 
the ourward forms of Government, under the Notion of 
Church-Government, or 0? For if hebe not, he hath no reca- 
{on to take it ill of me, thatl inferred he would tye up 41 to an 
inward Government of Chriſt, excluſive of any» outward form - of 
Government, Order or Diſcipline : and it: he be; he hath an ill 
way of ſhewing ir, when hewould makeFricnds: in the-begin- 
ning to be of another mind.

Br:t ſuppoſe ( ſaith he, page 20. ) I had not-worded my mean- 
ing {0 cautzonſly, as to have ſignified only a part of his Father's 
diſeoarſe, ac. W hy hadſt thou fo done, andingeniouſly have 
contefled it, I would never have trod upon thee. Bur what if 
the calc be otherwiſe, and thar thy deſign was totraduce, and 
now thou art pinched, wouldſt ſeck a holetocreep our at, muſt 
20t I -rell thee, thy way is-hedged up, and this and the other 
paſſage makes againſt thee. It would be well for thee, thou 
couldſt ar length learn to diſtinguiſh berwecen weakneſs and wil- 
fulneſs, ignoranceand premeditated abute. 

He adds, Might not all publick Preachers or Writers by the 
fame Rule be refieted on, when they have quoted by way of Tefti- 
mony or 1!luſtration a part only of another's Tejtimony ? Anſw. Yes, 
if they affirm that part tobe the who/e, and to be taken all to- 
gether as it lies, and not by parts and pieces, and wrelſt rhat 
part as an inſtanceof their oppoſition to their Brethren they are 
in uniry with. The like Anfwer may ſerve for his Marginal 
Note, where from my citing but part of my Father's Teſtimo- 
ny, and not declaring *tis only. a part (faith he, but-is mi- 
ſtaken ) though I neyer faid *rwas the whole, he would 
_ me worthy of worſe refle#ions, . thay, he faith, T gave 
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Idoalfo acknowledgethat ſome paſſages of my Fathers, quoced 
even by W. R, do make againſt F. R, nor doIwonder at it, he 
being nor the firſt Adveriary by many, that hath given occafion 
10 be beaten with his own weapon. 

What he terms, page 21. andeſerved refleffions, as if T and 
-others had our Educations at Billingſgate among the Scolds, ] re- 
turn as frothy, envious and unſayoury ; who though T had a 
juſt diſreliſh of the man's unworthinels, yer wrote thoſe lines in 
_ grear calmneſ5and ſerenity of mind, and was never {currilousto 
him in my language ; nor yer ſharp, but where my marter 
ſpoke for me. And berter were it for him to clear himſelf of 
my Charge of dealing fallaciouſly, ſurreptitionſly, andunrighte- . 
ouſly, than to term it Bz/hngſzate language, which T believe he 
ncver heard there. 

Np :s age he quibbles at my ſaying, He /eaft over 
Pine To FE netory of the ref, as it 1t were Non-ſenle, but 
ic 15 true enough, for the beginning ſhews the occaſion of what 
tollowed, and lurely a 2yefon and the firſt part of an Anſwer, 
mult needs be exp/anatory of the reſt of the Anſwer: as well as 
that it di4rot become one who promiled to take it all, as it /ay, 
to begin his quotation with rhe latter part of the Anſwer. 
Surely by this means his quotarion, whatever he prerend ( {ee 
page21. ) cannot reaſonably be termed Explanatory of what did 
_ but what did precede night open that which did luc 
cecd. 

Now to that laſt clauſe of my Father's, which he left out, 115 
( afterhchath told meke made no DeduQtion from it, of which 
let the unbyaſſed judge) nurgcth inexculc, that the words are 
Prophetical, /enifying what will come to paſs, not what was come 
t0p1ſs, page 21. and adds in the next page, Since the veer- 
fion of my citing his Father's words, wasonly inrelttion to a Diſ- 
courſe touching what had teen, T frould have fhewn my ſe very 
impertinent, tooote his words Prophetically ſpoken. O 9:14 im, 
this isa falſe gloſs inGod'sſight, and Ifear thou belyeſt thy own 
Conſcience herein : for how can ithe faid to Prophefe whar ſta// 
be, ay morethan to tell what hath been > The words arerhelc, 
AndtheUnity being thus kept, all will comeinto wie outwardly 47- 
fo at length, as the Light growsinevery one, end as every one grws 
into the Light, &c. whichis asgmuch asto ſay. This is the natu- 
ral tendcncy and cfiet of mo the Unicy, both where ir 
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hath been as well as where it « kept. And what Prophecy. is 
there in all chis z Cannor he diſtinguiſh between a coniequence 
upon a thing preauled, and a prediction, or forctelling a thing, 
to come from the Mouth ot the Lord > Burhe would fain haveir 
o, whicliit it were granted, would neither help his cauſe, nor 
leflen Is guile, in leaving out the laſt Sentence, when he pro- 
muled to give us 4// together word for word: For how ſhall that 
(which he termsa Prophecy) be fulfilled, if the means be rejeted: 
and withſtood 2 How ſhall a// come into one outwardly alſo at 
{ergth, it the diverſities of adminiftrations , gifts and operations 
(which jar not, arenot contrary thotigh yarious; for the ſame 
fountain cannot ſend forth {weer water and bitrer) I fay, how 
ſhall it be cffefted if thee Diverſtties muſt be urged, as oppoling 
the breaking forth ofthat day (IV. R fayes, He ſhonld rejoyce to 
Jee wherein we might all ſo be led by the appearance of Chriſts ſpirit 
inus, under his Government , &C. as that this oneneſaattights.be:

of ſuch as are partics againlt him, rake off the cage of the blow. 

For if Ham was not to take advantage of a rcal weaknetsagainſt 

his Father, cyca before his Brethren (though Noah being over: 

come with Wine, did what was unfeemly) how can JF. R. be ex- 
cuſed in expoſing the pretended tailings of an Elder or Elders, 

(whom hc ought to entreat s Fathers, 1 Tim. 5. 1.) to both Bre- 

taren and Adyerlaries: For i:t him ſay what he will, chat*rwas 

never his Pratice,Order or Advice topubliſh it among/t Priejts,pag d. 

Yet it is plaia from tne Book it {clt, and obj<E&ions heobviared,. 

not to be ſtarred by any Fricnd, that it was deſigned to £0 

abroad among Foes as well as Friends. 

And asto theinſtance of D.wids care to conceal Sus deatit- 
(who was his Enemy, and had loſt his condition God ward } 
from the Uncircumcifed, leſt they ſhould infult over Tſrae7; 1t 
anſwers the matter” in hand, notwitnſtanding his labour to 
evade it, and extenuate his offence. And how F. R. whatever 
Name he arrorateto himſelf, can be a Chriſti m-2zyz2her, while 
he endeavours thus to beſpatter the pcople he joyns himiclt *ro, 
and would be taken to be one of, and not a falſe Brother, to 
me ſcems a Paradox. For itthe 244kers are fo and fo with thee, 
Be ſ2perate, go ot from among them, renounce the Name Quaker, 
aTume another Name to thy ſelf ; and do not keep with them; 
Meect with them as one of them, and call thy felt a 2zaker, vez 
a Chriftian-21tker to0-3 and yet fay, they arc not Gods T/ae!. 
Q this is fham-ful among men! and they will be rcady ro lay. 
It s :nill Bir that bewrays his own Neſt. 

Bur he faith, pag. g. That Saul acknowledged his fin, and prayed 
that his fs might be taken aw.iy, &c.

Bur did he forſthe and find mercy, as wel as C01- 
feſr? read 1 $4m.cap. 28. (the laft place where any mention ts 
mate of Saz7, before that of his falling upon Mo:wzt Gi/bor) and 
men thou wit ſee he had fo provoked the Lord, and was fo 
much another man towhat thou rendzeſt him, that the Lord 
would not Aniwer him cither by Dreams, or by Urim, or by the

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Prophets, {o tiiat he ſought toa Witch, andthe Anſwer Sunwe! 
made, givesno Character of Sas acceptance with God , but 
forereils his overthrow. WhatRepentance was there in all this : 
OW lian, had G. F. made tuch a lame and falle deduction, 
would not thou hayemade work With it; But thy Folly muj# be 
' made minifef. &nd {ecing thou infiſts ſo on 1-Sam. 15. 24, 25. 
I am to tell thee, it makesnor art all for thee, nor gives any ac- 
count of Gods accepting Saul agair ; buronly that. through his 
importunity Sane! was prevailed with to turn again after him 
and Worſhip the Lord, thaz Szu/ might notbe diſhonourcd be- 
tore the Elders of the people, asv. Zo, ZI. nay the laſt verſe of 
that Chaptcr, and the f:rit of the next do imply the contrary. 

Ard tor a jurther juſtifying himſelf in publiſhing prerended 
milcarriagesto the World, he urgeth that Pax/ did the like by 
Peter, and ſaid unto him before all men, if tho being a Few, &C, 
p48. 5. Buthow doth heunderftand that word a/7 men > Was it 
nut «ll that Auditoty, betore whom the ottence was given » And 
wasit not fitting he thould do 10? Is this parallei ro . R'sC ale ? 
Doth this juſtity publiſhing Oftenccs in Print among Unbe- 
lievcrs, not otherwile privy to it 2 Beſides he cannot prove that 
that Auditory conliiſted of a mixt number ot Believers and Un- 
licvcrs. It nught, tor ought he knows, be only an Aficmbly 
of {uch as were at leaſt convinced, and the miſcarriage bcing lo 
publick, the-reprocf ought to be fo too. Again , where did he 
mcet with that Tranſlation amen : My Biblc hath it- them all, 
noris the word Men in the Greek ; it 1s red rr bofore all, 
or them all ; which very thing fhews clearly, that he did nor 
g0 to {ow Diſlention ' among the Churches , or hincer the 
paſlage of Peter's Miniſtry among Unbclievers, that F-a.: no 
knowledgeof the offence, and fo nor lyable to be ſtumbled or 
hurt thereby; for then it had becn {ſuitable to F. K's caſe and

And whereas Thomas Criſp and himfcif have -publiſted that 
as Edward Burroughs, which, though cach of themharh ap- 
peared in Print fince, -and that I publickly required them to 
make it good ; yet neither of them hath either contcfled their 
tault, or made good their Allegation bercin, I muſt needs tell 
him asIdid T. C. That it greatly detefts the meanneſs of his
